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STEVE: -- to him. I mean of course I don't 

expect you to ever buy something like that. I wouldn't 
myself if I was in your position. But -- 

JOHN: That's, that's pretty objective of 

you 

STEVE : Well, no, but I -- 

JOHN : - - Steve . 

STEVE: -- I -- you know, John, I've always 

been that way. I've never -- I'm not into supernatural 
phenomena, and I'm, I'm an extreme skeptic. I guess 
coming up with the kind of a background I have, being 
into comparative religion, having some friends like Dr. 
Libra (phonetic sp.) of the University of Hawaii who 
himself was atheistic but yet did a lot of comparison 
studies in that sort of phenomena, witch doctors, 
guris, that, that sort of thing. I mean I've weighed 
the evidences myself. And I've never seen or believed 
in anything like it. 

So when I did meet David this is what I've 
told some of the other negotiators. I mean it's not, 
it's not a simple another cult and a cultic leader with 
some bizarre this and -- there's more to it. There's a 
logic here. I mean why would -- I, I tried to even 
raise the question to them why would I leave my 
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! Hawaiian home which I said I'd never leave Hawaii. I 
love Hawaii. I liked what I was doing over there -- 

JOHN: Would you like to go back there 

someday? 

STEVE: Well, no -- well, you know, if this 

is all there was in life was this world, this earth, I 
would go back there now. I'd go back there right this 
moment . 

JOHN: You know, I, I expect to leave this 

world someday too. But in the interim, you know, I 
want to be with my family and -- 

STEVE: No, I -- John, I -- that's 

commendable. I mean that's the way it should be. 

JOHN: Enjoy the earth so to speak, you know. 

STEVE: But what, but what if there's a 

source- in the world called the Bible which really is 
tru^ in its wholeness. And all these prophets -- 
finally the last Book of Revelation says that there's a 
time that comes when all those prophets are tied 
together clearly as many pieces to a puzzle. Well, 
then the logical thinker is going to look at that and 
say maybe, just maybe. 

Now to me there's never been 100 percent 
perfection of evidence for anything. But what I've 
always done for years is gone by a weight of evidence, 
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1 Whatever that weight would be. This is why I've come 

2 to this -- let me 

3 JOHN : Yeah . 

4 STEVE: -- term it like I see it. I, I see 

5 Waco, Texas as a dump. I mean you -- I never liked 

6 Texas in the first place. Nothing against the people 

7 that are born and live here but I -- 

8 JOHN: Steve, Steve, I appreciate what you're 
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saying. 

STEVE: All right. 

JOHN: Okay. But remember that it was stated 

to you earlier I think 1:45, right? 

STEVE: Okay. 

JOHN: Okay. So that we're coming up on that 

and, and -- 

STEVE: Well, I'm just looking at my watch 

now'iand I see -- 

JOHN: Yeah, I -- 

STEVE: -- I've got 20 seconds past. 

JOHN: Okay. I got this requirement at this 

time then to go through those rules again for safety, 
okay? 

STEVE: All right. 

JOHN: This is, you know, the bureaucracy. 

But that's necessary. No one will be allowed to exit 
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the building with a weapon. We tell you this for your 
own protection. 

STEVE: Well, that makes sense because in 

honesty we don't want to harm you anyway. 

JOHN: Yeah. If our agents perceive that 

their lives or the life of someone else is at risk, 
they will take appropriate action to ensure their own 
safety. No one will be allowed to aim a weapon from a 
window, as this may be perceived by our agents as a 
threat to their lives or the life of others and compel 
them to act accordingly. Anytime you exit the building 
and are approaching our agents, you must fully comply 
with any verbal instructions to avoid exposing yourself 
to potential risk. 

STEVE: This has been a station 

identification. 

JOHN: Yeah. 

-i 

STEVE : Okay . 

JOHN: Did you ask if anyone is coming out? 

STEVE: Yes, I did. And, and they said they 

didn't want to -- they all told me they didn't want to 
speak about it on the Sabbath day . That ' s what they 
told me. It was very strong. 

In fact, two or three people when I just 
walked away from the phone. They were already in a 
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conversation about the Bible. They were talking with 
this, this man, Jesse. 
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And that's when I said excuse me. I'm going 
to ask a question of everybody here. And I posed the 
question, and I said do you want to talk about it. 

They said no and they said they didn't even, they 
didn't want to say another word about the issue at this 
time. That's what they all told me. So I came back to 
the -- I waited then. And of course, then finally you 
called. 

JOHN: Okay. What, what time does your 

Sabbath officially end (indiscernible) -- 

STEVE: It will probably -- whenever sundown 

is . 

JOHN: Okay, sundown. 

STEVE: Usually, you know, we wait -- 

-j- JOHN: Okay. 

STEVE: --a few minutes afterwards before 

we - - 

JOHN: All right. You remember this, this 

thing about the lawyer for David. Okay, we, we have to 
determine if he has an interest in that area, okay? 

STEVE: Okay. Tell -- run by me again what 

you need 

JOHN ; Okay, there's a lawyer ready to talk 
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STEVE: Is it the one his mother has -- 

JOHN: Yeah. Do you know the name? 

STEVE: Guerin (sic) or Guerin or something? 

JOHN: Yeah. 

STEVE: Okay. 

JOHN: Reguerin (sic) . 

STEVE: Yeah, he's aware of it and I am too. 

JOHN: Yeah. Make sure that he's aware of 

that again. 


STEVE: All right. 

JOHN: You know, in case he's forgotten it. 

Now who has, who has he placed in charge in there in 
that he is, you know, semi -incapacitated or not 
functioning or whatever you want to call it. 

STEVE: Well, he's always told me to 

con^unicate and deal with the public and so forth -- 

JOHN: Okay. 

STEVE: -- or the, the FBI, whoever it might 


be . 


JOHN: Okay. So, so in effect you're his 

representative? 


STEVE : Yes . 

JOHN: Okay. All right. So I've got to talk 

to him later, all right? 
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STEVE: See many times, you know, we'll 

always in honesty do this. When you, when you people 
request that, I will go to him. I'll, I'll ask him. 

And when he tells me something, I mean I could sit 
there and try to badger him even, and it wouldn't make 


any difference. 


JOHN: This is not just, you know, in his 

interest but everyone's interest. 

STEVE: No, I realize that. And I'll pass 

the very statements you're making to him. And you 
know, I will do that. I will do that. But many times, 
I mean in fact every time if he says not at this time 
or whatever I mean that's, that's the way it will be 
from his the way he is. 

JOHN: This, this may be out of the line 

with, you know, what your philosophy is I'm not sure. 
But/ to me human life is a gift from God and, and I 

i 

would like to (indiscernible) -- 

STEVE: No, I agree with that. I, I have the 

greatest respect for all life. 

JOHN: -- that I would hope that he feels the 

same way. 


STEVE : He is . 


JOHN: And, and especially, you know, 

children I have a special sensitivity for. 
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STEVE : Right . 

JOHN: And we have them involved here. So 

you know, we'd like to get the video. And then that's, 
that's as much for your protection or whatever you want 
to call it as it is for to meet some of our 
requirements. Because you know, that's going to show 
people on the outside, you know, that some of this 
criticism or negative publicity is incorrect. 

STEVE: Well, I really don't really -- 

JOHN: And it's going to balance it. 

STEVE: Yeah. I -- John, and personally I 

really don't mind it. Because I expected it. You 
know, I mean anytime you get involved in a small, 
little group of a couple hundred people or whatever 
else, it's termed a cult. Especially if, of course, 
it's gpt a leader, or it's doctrines are out of the 
ordinary or different from the so-called orthodox. 

I mean but at the same time you look in 
history everything has been a cult. Lutheranism,' it 
started with one man. The Methodist -- well, I won't 
get into that. But you, you know -- 

JOHN: You don't 

STEVE : -- Christianity itself was in the 

beginning, 

JOHN: I think, you know, where some of this 
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negative stuff comes from is that, you know, that David 
right now appears that he's unwilling to talk to us. 

And that, that at least can translate as disregard for, 
for his group or flock or individuals in there. And, 
and so that's probably where some of that negative 
interpretation is coming from. 

STEVE : Probably so . 

JOHN: You know. If, you know, if you look 

at it from -- 

STEVE: But it would come anyway as it was 

coming way before by -- 

JOHN: Yeah. 

STEVE: -- by all the different sources. 

JOHN: Yeah, I agree. I agree. But this, 

this exacerbates it. 

STEVE: But see I wish -- I'd give anything 

in this world, you know, if I had an ability or I mean 
time-wise to sit down with some, an intelligent person 
like yourself and say take a look at this. What do you 
really think? You know, I mean you can't ever really 
judge anything without really hearing the issues or the 
matter through. I mean this is what the Bible says 
here . 

JOHN: Yeah, that's -- 

STEVE: It says it's a fool that answers 
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before he hears a matter it says in the Book of 
Proverbs . 
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JOHN: That's, that's what -- that's the 

American judicial system right there. That's what the 
court system is all about. 

STEVE: Well, see I, I think, I mean I know 

that's what the founding fathers had in mind was a 
person is innocent until proven guilty. But I see in 
this case positively clearly it's not that way nor is 
it done for America at large. 

JOHN: Well, you haven't been exposed to the 

court system, you know? 

STEVE: But I know too many stories, you 

know, firsthand. 

JOHN: Well, well, stories are stories. I'll 

tell you right now. You know, I don't work very many 
criminal cases anymore. But to prosecute somebody is a 
Herculean effort. I mean the defendant has tremendous 
flexibility and rights. 

STEVE: That is your -- I do believe you to a 

degree that there have been those criminals that have 
gotten off where they shouldn't have. Like for 
instance, Byron spoke to me that day when we were both 
out together about Vic Fisell (phonetic sp.). Well, 
I've really never known much about the man. I knew 
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that he was around in the days that David and some of 
our guys went to court. But I myself was not involved 
or really knew a whole a lot about it. 

But from what I understand it sounded to me 
from what evidences I heard that the man was guilty as 
Byron said. But I mean, I mean sitting in a -- I 
could, I'd never make a judgment of course unless one 
got to hear all the evidences. 

JOHN: Um-hum. 

STEVE: But like he said, you know, the man 

got off even though he had worked so hard and really 
thought that his case was strong and that there was an 
overwhelming amount of evidence. 

JOHN: Um-hum. So you say it worked for the 

other guy in that case. 

STEVE: Well, you know, I picture myself -- 

JOHN: You know, it's a -- 

STEVE: -- from your vantage point. I, I see 

what you're saying. And I'm always -- I always hope 
for the best of people's intentions like yourself, the 
other negotiators. 

But at the same time, I've been a person 
that's been an avid reader, and I talked to thousands 
of people from all walks of life. And I've met men 
that are been, are retired admirals in the United 
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States Navy. I've met others that in very high 
positions that have shown me documentation and 
evidences of things that do exist right now. 

And I mean -- and, and I realize this 
unsettles me when I see an agency like the ATF with the 
kind of power -- and you know, I know you guys don't 
want to talk about it. But that's one of my concerns, 
one of my great concerns about how this all came about. 
And I know now that if they did what they did to Kathy 
Schroeder about conspiracy to commit murder against a 
federal agent, whatever, can you imagine what they're 
going to do to me? Just because I've been on the phone 
trying to be a go-between. And, and you know, 
(indiscernible) -- 

JOHN: Well, from, from what I understand and 

like I say I'm, I'm relatively new here. You know, I 
got' a briefing before I came in here. But you know, 
you've been one of the probably most constructive 
people in this thing. I understand that you -- 

STEVE: Oh, but wait -- 

JOHN: -- that you diffused a very volatile 

situation where you had a potential additional loss of 
life. And, and you know, you've been a stabilizing 
influence here. 

STEVE: I will be telling you one of these 
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days, in fact, I've wanted, I'd like to tell you even 
now just how many people lost their life. And I'm 
talking about total innocent, no guns, no any -- 
JOHN: Well, tell me about that. 

STEVE: Well, I will. But right now, you 

know, it's, there's some that are relatives and so 
forth. And they just -- they've got their own reasons. 
So I've told them I'd respect that and -- 

JOHN: Um-hum. Well, just give me a number. 

That ' s impersonal . 

STEVE: Well, I will. I will be. You 

know -- 

JOHN: I'm not looking to embarrass or expose 


anyone . 

STEVE: -- let me first -- you know, I won't 

do that until, you know, everybody is in agreement and 
so |orth. I don't want to go against some's wishes and 
so forth. Because I myself did not lose anybody when I 
talk about relatives. You know, there are others here 
that have. They've got their own personal reasons. 

But anyway, you know, when I hear this man 
Troy say what he has. And it was not us attacking 
anybody. It was not us attacking them. And people 
like Perry Jones, and I'll tell you others that, that 
lost their lives. Totally innocent as you will find 
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out. Didn't have any guns or rifles. We weren't ready 
to ambush them. I'll -- we'll end up telling you the 
few little details. And it's the truth. And if it 
goes for or against us, whatever, it's still the truth. 

JOHN: Well, then let's, let's do something 

constructive and resolve it, and let's get that, let's 
get that out, you know. 

STEVE: Well, see that -- 

JOHN: Show the world that you can resolve 

this thing peacefully. That's going to be -- 

STEVE: The problem is, the problem is, is 

when you see a powerful agency like that on the outside 
doing there what they will. And no one's been arrested 
or detained from those men. I mean what is going on? 
Because we -- if, if those people that have already 
come out have given their witness and testimony to some 
small degree, and this other man comes along and 
totally states contrary statements -- 

JOHN: Well, you're getting a one-sided 

expose on this situation. That's why you don't -- 

STEVE: Yeah. But I saw there's been a lot 

of videos taken of all this. I mean you can, you'll 
be -- 

JOHN: Well, the videos will show it 

objectively then, won't they? 
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STEVE: John, you know what? You will get to 

see David's room, how it was riddled with bullets from 
the chopper. I mean you will see the diagonal. You'll 
get to see there's a water tank on the outside of one 
part of the building which of course the Bradleys can 
see the three of them. You'll see bullet holes from a 
diagonal coming from top going down. 

JOHN: Well, let's start, let's start that 

process. Let's expose that. 

STEVE: I mean and here you got this ATF guy 

and these spokespeople saying the totally opposite. I 
mean they know they're lying. I mean these are men 
that are in the high capacity positions of the, of the 
United States Government. I mean that, that terrifies 
me to think that men like this -- 
' JOHN: Well, the -- 

i STEVE: -- Troy are in a position like that 

with all the power he has to say what he wants to the 
press, to make up this whole thing about drugs even. 

Why don't he make up a whole lot -- why don't he keep 
right on going? 

JOHN: Yeah. 

STEVE: Keep on going. Why don't he full his 

cup of iniquity up. Because one day whether he 
believes in God or not, I believe the man is going to 
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have pretty shaky knees when he stands before his 
creator and every thought is bared and every motive is 
shown . 

JOHN: Well, you don't -- you can't expose 

this type of situation from the inside there. 

STEVE: I really don't think we're going to 

be able to do that. I know, John, that you don't -- I 
don't know what your understanding is about spiritual 
things if you believe there's a God or if you're into 
evolution or whatever you're into. But I believe by 
the Bible it's shorter than you could ever dream the 
time that's left in this world. I mean man has been 
thinking that for centuries and centuries -- 

JOHN: Well, I think you should use it 

constructively then. 

STEVE: I am doing that. If, if you gave me 

the’itime to open up the Book of Nahum to you or 
Zephaniah or Habakkuk, I think you'd be quite 
surprised. 

JOHN: You know, Steve, you know -- 

STEVE: I'm concerned about you as -- I would 

like to see a man like you live forever with your 
family. Do you know that if you and your wife put God 
first according to Isaiah 49, your children are 
guaranteed eternal life? You read it sometime.

being emotional about. And you know, they're one of 
the dynamics of this situation that, you know, makes me 
want to resolve this thing as quickly as possible and 
not put those kids in any jeopardy. And you know, by 
you coming out and, and addressing this thing, not only 
are people going to respect that, but I think that's a 
normal thing for any, any man to do is to, is to want 
to -- 

STEVE: Well, you and I know I, I really -- 

JOHN: --to want to help the weak side. The 

weaker 

STEVE : There's --no. I mean there might be 

a few patriot type people, patriotic people that might 
have some respect for something like that. But overall 
of course, this has been termed and viewed as such a 
bizarre cult with all the slanderous rumors and -- 

JOHN: Yeah, but that's, that, you know, that 

might be. But you do something like that -- 

STEVE: And -- 

JOHN: -- that cuts across the, the lines, 

you know. 

STEVE: That it is true. John, and it's 

true. David has -- he did back when marry a 14-year- 
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old girl when he was in his early twenties. And it is 
true that he does have multiple wives as he has stated 
and given a video out. It's true. 

JOHN: Well, I'm not -- you know, I don't 

want to criticize that or support it or whatever, you 
know. It's -- no man is so tall as when he stoops to 
help a child. You know, why not do something 
constructive. You know, by, by staying in there and us 
staying out here that's -- 

STEVE: What if, what if he's doing something 

constructive in that there is a big, huge, mean, 
powerful God that's ready to rip apart mankind right 
now. And as bizarre as it sounds that this group is so 
small. But you got to remember Goliath of old and, and 
a little, bitty, ready boy David with his sling stone. 

In Revelation 13, just hold it for just one 
second. Let me just, let me give two statements. It 
says in Revelation 13 it talks about a beast. All the 
world, all the world including myself, everybody, 
wondered after the beast and worshipped the dragon. 

Then the question is who is able to make war against 
the beast? 

And that's where we come in with the answer 
showing all the prophets. Who? A modern-day David. A 
little ready nobody. Who is the beast? It's the 
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system. It's all mankind is caught up in the system of 
the flesh, the desires, wanting to rule man and all the 
rest of it. 

JOHN: Well, I -- 

STEVE: It's the entire system of what we 

have 

JOHN : Maybe I'm, I'm oversimplifying it. 

But I'm just talking about one human being helping 
another. You know. Maybe, maybe I'm too pragmatic and 
not philosophical enough. 

STEVE: Well, it's not that. I mean from 

your, from your position I, I can -- I see totally and 
clearly why and how you're seeing it and why. But at 
the same time, again we're a people that believe in the 
Bible and, and that it's literal -- 

JOHN: Yeah, yeah. 

i STEVE: -- and it's going to come to pass. 

So how can you get away from it? 

JOHN: You know, when you come out we can 

arrange a forum for David to address the press . And I 
understand that he'd like a panel of scholars. That 
can be arranged. 

STEVE: Are you serious? Even -- 

JOHN: Yes. 

STEVE: -- though the ATF has shown -- I, you 
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and I know what the ATF is going to do with him. 

They're going to say he's a murderer -- 
JOHN: I am serious. 

STEVE: -- he's this, that. You and I know 

he's going to get fried or lethal injection, whatever 
it is. You know, that -- 

JOHN: I don't know that. 

STEVE: -- there's no question about it. I 

do . 

JOHN : Why? 

STEVE: I do. Because I know what the 

prophecies show. 

JOHN: Well, you mean it's inevitable? You 

know 

STEVE : As far as I see it is. 

JOHN: Well, then if it's inevitable -- 

STEVE: The world doesn't want to hear some 

kind of a guy that they've already termed to be a nut 
and so forth. And I can't imagine that even though 
you, you would like to make a promise like that that 
it, that it would ever come about. I can't imagine in, 
in my wildest imaginations that you people were to give 
or allow him to sit down with a panel of scholars. 
Number one, they wouldn't take the challenge in the 
first place. They wouldn't want to be exposed with 
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their awesome, large flocks that support their 
lifestyle and -- 

JOHN: Well, you know, it's -- 

STEVE: -- and their arrogancy (sic) and 

their doctor degrees and all the rest. 

JOHN: Steve, if, if all this is inevitable, 

how would coming out alter anything? If, if what is -- 
if the dye is cast, if what will be will be -- 

STEVE: No, he's gave his word. He's got 

to -- he said he would come out. He's got to come out. 
He said he will come out. I, I myself and coming out. 
It's just that right now like himself, he's waiting for 
God to say something or show him something. And that's 
coming pretty quickly. I, I know it is. 

For myself I have considered many times 
coming-out as much as a week, week and a half ago very 
seriously. But I've also been watching to see what 
happens to individuals as they go out to see what the 
reaction is -- 

JOHN: Yeah. 

STEVE: -- with the press, with the FBI, with 

the magistrates, with federal judges, whatever. T^d 
I've not liked what I've seen with this federal system 
with the Attorney General and so forth. And, and the 
ATF, the power they have, have persuasion in the 
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process . 

JOHN: You, you know, you, you can't -- 

STEVE: I mean when I hear, when I hear this 

David Troy I'm, I'm really bothered by it. I mean -- 

JOHN: Well, I understand that. But you 

can't, you can't affect or influence that from there, 
you know. You're going to, you know, there's not going 
to be objectivity in this relationship if you, if you 
stay in there. 

STEVE: Yeah. 

JOHN: You know, it's like, it's like your 

head in the sand. People say -- 

STEVE: Right. 

^OHN: -- well gee, it must be true, because 

no one has countered it, has the courage -- 

STEVE: John, did you, did you get to hear 

thatj press conference today, the half hour? 

JOHN: Yes, I did. 

STEVE: Did you hear, was that -- I believe 

it was Bob Ricks, he made a statement how David looks 
for lonely, unloved, innocent, the -- 

JOHN: Urn -hum. 

STEVE: -- innocent who he preys on and so 

forth. 

JOHN: Urn- hum. 
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STEVE: Do you know that these people are 

rich? Check out Paul Fatta's background and, and the 
amount of money he was bringing in and what he owned 
and so forth. Check out the rest of these people. 

I'll give their, all their names. You can check out 
their degrees, their skills, their background, the 
education, all of it. These are people that, that hit 
David, all right, what about, what about, what about 
this, what about that? 

Every day it's a battle to stay in a place 
like this. Because who in their right mind would even 
want to be in a, in a place like this dump with fire 
ants and, and -- I'm used to beautiful places like 
Vermont aijd Wisconsin and Hawaii where you have rolling 
hills and trees. So are these people. 

JOHN: Well, you know -- 

'j STEVE: You don't think, you don't think 

every day it's a battle to, to ask yourself the 
question what am I doing here? It comes down to their 
conviction, not with David but the book called the 
Bible. 

Or every day -- some people have left. Some 
people came to us with no money. We gave them money so 
they could go out and start a new life and leave us. 

Just recently I was telling a couple of the 
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negotiators -- I won't say who it is because I don't 
want them to be bothered right now. But we've had 
people come here recently that we sent out and said go 
to your -- now that you've heard us, go to your 
scholars. Take time off and meditate on your own. 

Take time to think about these things. If you're 
interested, you can come back. Honestly, John. 

JOHN: Yeah, yeah -- 

STEVE: I'm telling you the truth. 

JOHN: I understand. Steve, what you're 

saying, what you're saying is -- 

STEVE: But, but Bob Ricks, you know, he's, 

he's using certain psychologies. He's -- 
JOHN: Yeah. 

STEVE: -- trying to taunt and provoke and, 

and I mean I see what ' s going on . 

j JOHN: What you're saying is we're not a 

bunch of kooks, that, that we're intelligent people, 
and we've had constructive lives. And you know, but 
people can't see that if you stay in there. 

STEVE: Well, really see I'm not bothered by 

that. I think there's a judge, and in God's time he'll 
make manifest exactly what needs to be known to all the 
world. Like in the days of Noah. One day finally a 
black cloud starts forming and so forth. And those 
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that didn't get into the arc had to learn how to swim. 

JOHN: Um-hum. 

STEVE: In the final days, Christ of 2,000 

years ago says as it was then it will be in the final 
days. Well back then you had a group of people that 
knew when to get into the arc of safety, where it was, 
why they had to. The rest of the world were, were 
religious. They believed in God. God knew their 
hearts . 

JOHN: Well, you obviously care, you know, 

about what people think, you know. 

STEVE: They're doing what? 

UNIDENTIFIED FEMALE SPEAKER: Breaking the 

fence . 

JOHN: You want it to be a -- 

STEVE: I guess -- excuse me. They told me 

rig^t now they're taking down the fence in front of 
the, the property right here now. (Unidentified female 
voice in background not discernible.) 

JOHN: Okay, that must have been -- 

STEVE: And of course, that's where all the 

evidences were. So there goes whatever evidences that 
would have proved anything. (Unidentified female voice 
in background not discernible.) The shell cartridges 
of course and all the rest. 
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JOHN: Well, if you -- I'll tell you what, 

you know. That's, that's being done by the tactical 
side, you know.

Might, might be the -- 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: Well, you -- 

TONY: -- phone lines. 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: Well, that's good. Anyway, 

SO what ' s happening now?

TONY TO UNIDENTIFIED PERSON: (Indiscernible) 

tonight . 

STEVE TO GREG: (Indiscernible) . 

GREG TO STEVE: That means I've got -- tell 

-- (indiscernible) . 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: You didn't hear him, did 

you? 

TONY: No, I sure didn't. 

STEVE SCHNEIDER; Well, he says he's -- 
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GREG TO STEVE: (Indiscernible) . 

STEVE TO GREG: Huh? You what, now? 

GREG TO STEVE: That means I've got time 

(indiscernible) . 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: He's wondering about the 

accommodations if he came out, he said. He's not -- 
he's still needs to know a lot more and he said he's 
been watching what's been going on here and -- 

TONY: Well, Steve, all I can do is tell you 

about what, what the accommodations are out here. You 
know, I can tell you and hopefully you'd believe me. 
And the accommodations are such, obviously, the pers-- 
people are going to be processed through. You know, 
they're going to be taken out, as we've said before, 
taken out to where they're -- and they'll be searched. 
And, I mean, there's no secret about that and I -- 
STEVE SCHNEIDER: Right. 

TONY: -- think you understand that. 

STEVE TO GREG: Do you want to talk to him, 

Greg? 

GREG TO STEVE: Sure. 

STEVE SCHNEIDER; Okay. Greg says -- 
GREG TO STEVE: (Indiscernible) . 

STEVE SCHNEIDER; Do you want to talk to

GREG SOMMERS: Nice to meet you, Tony. 

TONY: Same here, Greg. How are you doing? 

GREG SOMMERS: Oh, I could be better and -- 

TONY: I -- 

GREG SOMMERS: -- in a better situation. 

TONY: I'll bet, yeah. I heard you have some 

questions about the accommodations or something? 

GREG SOMMERS: Well, no, actually, I've been 

waiting for a response from, what, John Cox? Or -- 
it's been a week now. 

TONY: For what? 

GREG SOMMERS: He said he was going to get 

back to me. Apparently, it was mentioned in the 10:30 
briefing that -- no, maybe it wasn't in the 10:30 

Maybe it was said over the intercom out here 
in front that a Michael Sommers called and --of which 
it was stated that we were all notified of these 
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certain individuals that had called. And he being 
related to me, I was never made aware of that. 

TONY: Okay. 

GREG SOMMERS: He never called. And he was 

going to get back to me on what the actual message was. 

TONY: Okay. I'll check with John on that 

myself. When I'm done here. I'll find him and see if I 
can find out. And what it was related to? You say -- 
who was it? Michael Sommers? 

GREG SOMMERS: Michael Sommers, yeah. 

TONY: Okay. And it was about a week ago, 

you say, Greg? 

GREG SOMMERS : Yeah . 

TONY: Okay. I'll see what, what that's 

about. If there's something here, obviously we'll get 

it to you, because that's what we're doing. And -- 

' GREG SOMMERS: And, appar-- 

i 

TONY: -- maybe he just didn't find it or it 

-- look, I don't know. 

GREG SOMMERS: Yeah. 

TONY: I can't, you know, I can't give you an 

answer because I don't know that. But I'll, I'll be -- 

GREG SOMMERS: Well, he's probably been 

pretty tired, just never got around it. 

TONY: Yeah, but my understanding is you had 

some questions here that -- concerning the 
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accommodations, according to Steve. 

GREG SOMMERS: Well, no. I don't really have 

any questions. 

TONY: Oh. 

GREG SOMMERS: I, you know, I simply go by 

the evidence that is present. 

TONY: Which is? 

GREG SOMMERS: Well, see, I'm one of the guys 

back in 1988 that was accused of attempted murder. I 
don't know if you're aware of that or not? 

TONY: Yeah. Um-hum. 

GREG SOMMERS: Okay. Basically, I see that 

as being -- as we were set up. 

TONY: Well, but you -- the -- you got 

nothing happened on that. You were acquitted of that, 
correct? 

GREG SOMMERS: After 45,000, nothing 

happened. 

TONY: Well, I understand that, but what I'm 

saying 

GREG SOMMERS: Yeah. 

TONY: -- is the, the fact remained that the 

Justice system did come in to play and you were 
acquitted of it, as opposed to being sent to prison for 
it. 

GREG SOMMERS: Okay. Well, well, let me just 



tell you where I'm coming from. 
TONY: Okay. 
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GREG SOMMERS: Okay? I mean, you can make 

statements all you want, but what -- where I'm coming 
from is I know what the Justice system was all about 
five years ago and it -- 
TONY: Urn -hum. 

GREG SOMMERS: --it laid it right out in 

front of me. I got a real good chunk of it, real good 
taste. I was in jail for two-and-a-half months before 
we could afford bail. The jury members even told us 
the second day of the trial, before they even went in 
to discuss it or anything, that we were -- that we -- 
they could see that we were obviously innocent and that 
the Sheriff's Department was obviously hiding some 
things, especially Dickerson, who's now in a coma. I 
wonder why . Not only that , we ' ve brought in 
information to the Sheriff's Department after we 
regained the property of Donnie Joe Harvey's little 
methamphetamines factory he had going on out here. 

When we regained the property, we confiscated 
everything that we had. We turned it into the 
Sheriff's Department, and nothing has ever been said 
about it. 

TONY: Okay. Well -- 

GREG SOMMERS : But yet we ' re — 
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And this is all being thrown around at us that the 
reason the National Guard came in is because there is 
evidence of methamphetamines, and there's not a person 
out here that does -- 

TONY: Okay. 

GREG SOMMERS : -- drugs or would even 

consider doing it. 

TONY: I understand what you're saying there. 

And all I can say to that is when -- once we get this 
resolved here -- 

GREG SOMMERS: Well -- 

TONY: -- these an-- let, let me finish a 

minute. Once we get this resolved, this matter will be 
resolved. If there are no amphetamines in there, then 
there's nothing to be concerned about. Okay? 

-i 

GREG SOMMERS : You know - - 

TONY; Before, what, what you were talking -- 

GREG SOMMERS: (Indiscernible) -- 

TONY: -- about earlier concerning the 

Sheriff's Office, this -- we're not involved with the 
Sheriff's Office right here. We're talking about 
solely a completely different matter. 

GREG SOMMERS: You're right. You're right. 

TONY: Okay. I can't go back into the past 
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on that, Greg. 

GREG SOMMERS: Okay. Look -- 

TONY: I can, I can answer -- 

GREG SOMMERS: -- I'm looking at the 

present 

TONY : -- I can answer for what right now, in 

the 

GREG SOMMERS: Tony, I'm -- 

TONY: -- situation we have here. 

GREG SOMMERS: -- looking, I'm looking at the 

present presently. 

TONY: Okay. 

GREG SOMMERS: I'm seeing what you guys say 

at the briefings and I'm seeing what you guys say over 
the loudspeaker, and it's contrary to the truth. 

TONY: Okay, then -- 

, GREG SOMMERS: You expect me to go by that. 

TONY: --my answer to that is -- 

GREG SOMMERS: Is to con-- 

TONY: -- if that is contrary to the truth -- 

GREG SOMMERS: Yeah, come out and go to the 

court system, which I don't -- 

TONY: Exactly. Right. 

GREG SOMMERS: -- trust, I don't trust that 

at all. 


TONY: Well, you know, I can't -- 
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GREG SOMMERS: Because I don't trust any of 

2 you guys . 

3 TONY: Well -- 

4 GREG SOMMERS: You particularly -- 

5 TONY: All right. Pardon me? 

6 GREG SOMMERS: But the ethics in which you 

7 guys are going about, it's all wrong. It's not the 

8 truth. It's 
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TONY: Well -- 

GREG SOMMERS: -- also -- it's Satanic. 

TONY: Well, if you -- if -- I mean, there's 

no sense discussing it any further if -- I mean, 

obviously, if I can, I can tell you we want you to 

resolve this. We want people to come out of there and 

get this resolved. Obviously, if you don't have any 

faith in what I'm saying, then there's nothing further 

to discuss here. Is that correct? 

-i 

GREG SOMMERS: Well, I'm, I'm one of the very 

-- I'm, I'm -- say, the majority of -- 
TONY: Okay. 

GREG SOMMERS : You know - - 

TONY: I understand. Is Steve there? 

GREG SOMMERS: Yeah, sure. Hold on a second. 

TONY : Let me talk to Steve . 

GREG SOMMERS: He's smiling. 

STEVE TO GREG : I'm what , now? 
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STEVE SCHNEIDER: Hello? 

TONY: Steve? 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: Yeah. 

TONY: I thought you said he had questions. 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: Well, I thought he did. 

Why? What did he have to say? I , I , i was - - 

TONY: Oh, well, he just gets on the -- 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: -- I was trying to go see 

David for a moment. 

TONY: Well, he said you were standing there 

smiling. 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: Well, I, I don't know how 

he could say that, because it's so dark in here I can't 
-- I could hardly 

TONY: Well, I'm just -- 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: -- see him. 

, TONY: -- I'm just telling you what he said. 

' STEVE SCHNEIDER: Oh. 

TONY: No, that's, that's -- 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: That, that -- he could -- 

TONY: -- that's all right. There's no 

problem. All it was -- 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: Yeah. 

TONY: -- if, if they got questions. I'll be 

happy to answer it, but I'm not going into some 
diatribe about, you know, what happened four or five or 
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six years ago. I can't go into that, obviously, and I 
won ' t . 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: I see. All right. Now, 

what are you talking -- 

TONY: Well, concerning the murder -- the 

charges that he faced earlier. 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: Oh, I see. I see. 

TONY: When was that? '88 or -- 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: '87, actually -- 

TONY: '87, okay. 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: is when it took place, 

and I, I guess that that trial was in '88. 

TONY: Yeah. Well, I can't -- I'm not going 

to go back into it. If he feels that the -- 
STEVE SCHNEIDER: No, I understand. 

TONY: -- system is unfair, that's his 

choice.

STEVE SCHNEIDER: I know. No, I know that.

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TONY: No -- 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: -- I'm telling you, they -- 

that doesn't make a difference with them, though, Tony. 
TONY : I understand that . I - - 

STEVE SCHNEIDER; (Indiscernible) I know what 
you're explaining and saying to me, but when I go and 
talk to them and that -- 

TONY: Well, then, they don't believe you? 

STEVE SCHNEIDER: No, they don't. 

TONY: Well, then, obviously, you don't --
